While everyone present, from Pre- 
mier Greenfield down, refused to di- 
vulge the nature of the caucus, it is 
known that the farmer members are 
going thoroughly into matters of gov- 
ernment business to be dealt with at 
the coming session of the legislature 
which opens on January 23. 
“We are simply talking over old 
times,” declared one member though 
he admitted that the agenda com- 
prised something in the nature of 
“new business,” for said he, “under 
our new system of government the 
cabinet is not the whole thing and it 
is mecessary for the private members 
to meet and go into details with the 
executive council.”

Farmer members within the last 
month, the former mecting having 
called together a number of the north- 
ern members during the interval since 
last spring’s session have been going 
into departmental affairs of the gov- 
ernment in committee and therefore 
will be able to take care of them- 
selves in future debates in the house. 
It was decided after the spring ses- 
sion that the members should be div- 
ided into two groups with a committee 
for each department of the govern- 
ment, and these various committees 
are now taking part as such in the

RIDICULED 

Paris, Jan. 4.—M. Poincare sent a 
cable message today to Ambassador 
Jusserand in Washington asking him 
to see Secretary of State Hughes in 
connection with a statement issued 
yesterday by Baron von Rosenburg, 
the German foreign minister, on the 
German truce proposal, which Premier 
Poincare contends showed that the

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principal object of the non-war pact 
proposed by Germany was to obtain 
the evacuation of the Rhineland with 
out the payment of reparations. 

Premier Poincare’s message asked 
Ambassador Jusserand in taking up 
the Rosenburg statement with Secre- 
tary Hughes, to make the following 
observations: 

“First—That the object Germany 
had in view in making the proposi- 
tion was manifestly, ‘as admitted by 
Baron von Rosenburg,’ to get the 
French to evacuate the left bank of 
the Rhine before the Germans had 
fulfilled their reparations obligations. 

“Second—That it is absurd to pre- 
tend that before entering the League 
of Nations, Germany is not subject 
to all the clauses of the treaty of 
Versailles that bear Germany’s sig- 
nature and that she is free today to 
attack France. 

“Third—That the proposition for 
non-aggression against France, Italy 
and Great Britain would leave Ger- 


many entirely free to attack the 
smaller allies of France, notably 
Poland and Czecho-Slovakia, and 


even neutrals, such as Denmark, to 
recover possession of territory inhab- 
ited by Danes and Poles and to begin 
again to prepare her hegemony over 


Europe. ; m 
“We know very well right now, 
says the premier’s cable message, 


“that the day Germany will want to 
make war it will be on the smaller 
nations that she will throw herself. 
Her plan of non-aggression would 
leave her free to go and do so and 
would prohibit us from going to their 
help.” 

In the statement by Baron von Ros- 
enberg referred to in the foregoing 
dispatch the German foreign minis- 
ter devoted some space to explaining 
Germany’s proposal that the proposed 
non-war pact endure for “a genera- 
tion,” pointing out that this did not 
indicate a sharply defined stretch of 
years, but that it possessed signifi- 
cance only as indicating at least 30 
years. 

NEW WARLIKE GESTURE MADE 
BY KEMALISTS 
Constantinople, Jan. 4.—Turkey to- 
day called to the colors all able-bodied 
men in the so-called liberated territor- 
ies of the Near East. The Angora 
government issued the mobolization 
decree, After waiting two days for 
word from Lausanne as to the Allied 
intentions, the Kemalists answered 
Greek mobilization and British fleet 
movements with a warlike gesture 
of their own. With everything de 
pendent upon Lausanne, the confer- 
ence there remained inactive, await- 
ing the outcome of the Paris premiers 

parley on reparations. 


NEXT MOVE IS UP TO FRANCE 
Paris, Jan. 5.—French officials were 
mute today regarding the aftermath 
of the premier’s conference, declaring 
simply they were unable to give any 
indication as to how or when France 
will act. It is pointed out that any 
action France will take will be under 
the provisions of the treaty of Ver- 
sailles, rather than under the French 
reparations plan presented to the 
conference, which is regarded as null 
since it was proposed on the basis of 
co-operation by all the allies. 

The declaration of a default by Ger- 
many in her deliveries of lumber by 
the reparations commission recently 
is regarded by the French govern- 
ment as ample justification for the ap- 
plication of penalties, but it has been 


stated on good authority that no im- 


mediate action is contemplated by 
France. The government, it is under- 
stood, will await action by the repar- 
ations commission on Germany's de- 
fault in cqgal deliveries at least, and 
possibly will defer any action until 
the reparations payment in cash is 
due on January 1. 

Meanwhile France, Italy and Bel- 
gium will agree on a line of actiqnp 
through exchanges of views, Ex- 
changes will go on through diplo- 
matic channels after the delegations 
have left Pacis. 

There is a possibility, it was stated 
today, that Italy may join in the guard 
on the Rhine with a small force to 
manifest her accord with Wrance and 
Belgium. 


OCEAN FREIGHT ON CATTLE CUT 
TO $15 

Montreal, Jan. 5.—White Star line 
officials today announced a five-dollar 
reduction on live Canadian cattle 
across the Atlantic from $20 to $15 a 
head. In conjunction with the lift 
ing of the embargo against Canadian 
store cattle in Britain, shipping offi- 
cials anticipate that the movement in 


cattle will increase in volume. 


WOMEN’S MINIMUM WAGE SET 
AT $14 WEEKLY 

Edmonton, Jan. 5.—The establish- 
ment of a minimum wage of $14.00 
per week and a maximum working 
week of forty-eight hours for women 
in Alberta industry, are the chief fea- 
tures of the orders issued by the Min 
imum Wage Board and approved by 
the Alberta government. Informa- 
tion regarding the work and decisions 
of the board was given out by Hon. 
Alex. Ross, under whose department 
the Minimum Wage Board comes. 

The new minimum wage of $14.00 
takes the place of the wage of $9.00 
which prevailed under the Factories 
Act. 

The Alberta Federation of Labor 
had requested the provincial govern- 
ment to appoint a Minimum Wage 
Board to inquire into conditions gov- 
erining the employment of women in

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Alberta Butter Winnings 

Alberta creamery butter has once 
more proven its worth in the eyes of 
the world. In exhibits placed at all 
exhibitions during the past year Al- 
berta butter took 229 out of the 436 
prizes offered, in competition with but- 
‘ter from other provinces of Canada. 
In the 11 exhibitions a total of 100 
first prizes were offered, and Alberta 
took 54 of them. Of the 123 second 
prizes offered Alberta took 74, and 
of the 157 third prizes offered Al- 
berta took 83. The per centage of 
points captured by Alberta butter was 
54.2, being a total of 1519 out of a 
possible total of 2799. The exhibi- 
tions at which the Alberta product ap- 
peared were Calgary, Edmonton, Sas- 
katoon, Brandon, Regina, Vancouver, 
Toronto, Ottawa, London, New West- 
minster, Victoria. At Calgary, with 
four provinces competing, Alberta 
took 251 points out of a total of 370; 
at Edmonton with four provinces com- 
peting Alberta’s total was 188 out of 
a total of 317. At Saskatoon, with 
three provinces the total was 181 out 
of 304; at Brandon with four provinces 
competing, the total was 172 out of 
336; at Regina, with five provinces, 
a total of 147 out of 314; at Vancouver 
with three provinces, a total of 90 out 
of 150; at New Westminster with four 
provinces, a total of 269 out of 387; 
at Victoria, with three provinces, a 
total of 106 out of 150; at Toronto, 
with six provinces, a total of 26 out 
of 148; at London with six provinces 
a total of 33 out of 107; at Ottawa 
with six provinces, a total of 63 out 


of 225.

He and his fellow- 
patients tormented by mosqui- 
toes, and in order to earn money for 
mosquito netting he wrote a couple 
of dealers in Western curios, offering 
them horsehair trinkets made by him- 
self and his fellow-prisoners.

culars he sent to prospective custom 
ers. In a short time his health 
improved and_ the prisoners 
themselves with a market for all the 
trinkets they could turn out.

Sir John explained he was 
unable to vote for the proposition be- 
cause he felt that his action took the 
matter out of the hands of the com- 
mission and placed it under the juris- 
diction of the governments. He be- 
lieved the question could have been 
handled by the commission in view 
of the circumstances surrounding the | 
delivery of coal by Germany last year.
